LOSES HIS VOICE 


Speeches In Texas cause 01 
the Trouble. 


UNDER CARE OF PHYSICIAN 


But the Executive Constantly Ignored 


His Doctor's Orders and Insisted on 


Trying 
to 
T ilk 
to 
Enthusiastic 


Crowds in Arkansas— W ill Run Se­ 


rious Risk lf He Continues to De­ 


liver Addresses. 


Little Rock, Ark., Oct. 25 —Presi­ 
dent Taft’s voice has collapsed. Ut­ 
terly unable to speak above a whis­ 
per, the president put himself under 
the care of Dr. Richardson atter the 
breakdown at Texarkana ana on tho 
verge of the St. Trouts reception and 
the speaking trip down the Mississippi 
river the latter declares it will be im­ 
possible for the president to speak at 
any placA more than five minutes, and 
over. then he will be running serious 
risks. 
^ 
Saturday’s speech to “five acres of 
people” at Houston caused the break­ 
down. 
Elevated thirty feet above the 
heads of the crowd there, the presi­ 
dent had to force nis voice to 113 ut­ 
most power to make himself heard. 
He strained his vocal cords in the ef 
fort. 
Despite this he insisted on mak­ 
ing a number of open air addresses 
from the car, and between Houston 
and Dallas and at tho latter place he 
again strained his throat by trying to 
make 
himself 
heard 
at 
the 
fair 
grounds, and later in the evening 
talk<d for thirty minutes at the ban­ 
quet against Dr. Richardson’s orders. 
Again Sunday, though he was ex­ 
tremely hoarse, the president made 
several 
b rid car-end 
speeches, in­ 
creasing the irritation in lits throat. 


and finally came the stop in Texarka­ 
na where an immense crowd was in 
waiting. 
Making his way out to tho 
platform Taft bowed his acknowledg­ 
ment of the cheers and then essayed 
to talk. 
Nobody heard him three feet 
away. At firs! the crowd laughed, 
but, quickly appreciating the situation, 
the laughter was turned Into cheers 
again, 
What the president raid was 
this: 
Left His Voice in Texas. 
“I left my voice in Texas, and it is 
gone. 
I can only express to you from 
my heart ray feeling of gratitude for 
this reception. 
I thank you.” 
Governor Donaghy of Arkansas and 
General Powell Clayton filled in the 
gap and welcomed Taft eloquently to 
the state. 
The stop at Texarkana marked the 
final departure from Texas, and dur­ 
ing his stay here the president’s train 
was one-half in the state of Texas and 
the other half in the state of Arkan­ 
sas. 
At Arkadelphia another one-minute 
stop was made, and apologizing for 
croaking like a frog, the president 
gasped out a few words, including a 
promise to return to Arkansas again. 
The last stop before Little Rock was 
Benton, where the president violated 
orders and “croaked” a one-minute 
speech. 
When Little Rock was reached an­ 
other immense crowd was waiting. 
For the third time the president vio­ 
lated orders and made a speech, de­ 
claring that he could not bring him­ 
self to the point of failing to respond 
to such a generous reception. 
“Go away, doctor.” he exclaimed. 
“I will put myself in your handa after 
this is over.” 
Only a ten minute stop was made in 
Little Rock. Immediately after the 
train pulled out the president retired 
to his stateroom and went under the 
charge of Dr. Richardson again. Aside 
from the condition of his throat the 
president is in splendid shape to finish 
hi*

Posse Takes Possession of 
Anoka, Minn. 


RESULT OF LATEST ROBBERY 


Deputies Preparing to 8earch Every 


One of the Eight Hundred Houses 


in the City— Thieves Ransacked the 


Home of a Doctor and Set Fire to 


tho House— Many Similar Crimes 
Committed. 


Anoka, Minn., Oct. 25.—A posse of 
sixty deputies, swcun in by Sheriff 
John Carey in the home of City At­ 
torney Will A. Blanchard, has put this 
city under martial law and are pre­ 
paring to search every one of the 800 
houses in town. 
They are determined to apprehend 
unknown persons v ho robbed the 
home of Dr. George K. Hagaman of all 
its furniture and valuables, soaked its 
floors in kerosene and set fire to it. 
Lr. Hagaman left here two weeks 
ago la^ Friday for Austria where he 
intended to pursue scientific studies, 
Mrs. Hagaman accompanied him to 
Minneapolis, where she is at present 
staying with her mother. The unoc­ 
cupied house was left in charge of 
Benjamin Smith, a next door neigh­ 
bor, who carried the kev. 
Smith, having seen suspicion* per­ 
sons iii the vicinity of late, entered 
the Hagaman home and discovered

piano, had been t de n from the li’tle 
home.

bursting from the window's. 
Previous to the discovery of fire a 
heavy explosion was heard. 
Smith gave the alarm and upon the 
arrival of tho Ate department the 
house was saved a little i.hort of to­ 
tal destruction.

The household rose at 6 in the morn­ 
ing. 
My lord and my lady had set 
on the table for breakfast at 7 o’clock 
In the morning a quart of beer, a quart 
of wine, two pieces of salt fish, half 
a dozen red herrings, four white ones 
and a dish of sprats. 
They dined at 
IO, supped at 4 in the afternoon, the 
gates were all shut at 9, and no fur­ 
ther ingress or egress permitted.

This startled the young 
horses, and they bolted down the 
driveway. 
My father tried to open the big win­ 
dow, but it stuck fast. 
Ile flashed 
through (he plate glass as if it had 
been paper and, catching up the reins, 
stopped the runaways in less time than 
It takes to tell It. 
W hen 
Thomas came running up, 
white and breathless, fie found “doc­ 
tor” quietly shaking tile bits of glass 
from his coat and bat and explaining 
to my terrified motlier that be “ went 
so quick there was no time to get cut.” 
Still a n d lier memory of my mother’s 
shows his quickness in a different 
way. Ile was walking along Washing­ 
ton street one day when a furious dog 
rushed at him and bit Ills hand severe- 
iy.

Smith. Tawney and Stevens are all 
looking forward to developments by 
which an agreem ent can be formed 
with some of the Cannon followers. 
It is safe to say that Iowa w ill again 
be anti Cannon.

Author of Notewcrthy Opinions. 
Justice Peckhani was tile author of 
some of the court’s most noteworthy 
opinions of recent date involving the 
rights of corporations. 
Among them 
may be mentioned the case of th* 
Consolidated Gas comp ny of New 
York, in which he held that, while 
rates fixed by the legislature must 
allow a fair return on investments, 
federal courts could not interfere to 
declare them invalid unless they were 
so unreasonably low as to be confisca­ 
tory. 
One result of th at decision was to 
cause the return of several million 
dollars to consum ers of gas in New 
York city. 
Several of Mr. Peckliam ’s corpora­ 
tion decisions dealt with the Sherm an 
anti tru st law as applied to railroads. 
These include the joint traffic and the 
transm isrtouri cases, in both of which 
he held th e law to be applicable. 
He 
also prepared and delivered the opin­ 
ion of the court in the case of A ttor­ 
ney G eneral Young of M innesota, in 
which it w as held th a t the federal 
courts could interfere w ith the execu­ 
tion by the state courts of an uncon­ 
stitutional state law. 
W hen the news of Justice Peck- 
ham ’s death was broken to the surviv­ 
ing m em bers of the suprem e court In 
W ashington all of I hem appeared to 
be deeply affected, although the end 
of their fellow jurist had been looked 
upon as m erely a m atter of hours. 
Regarding the probable successor to 
Justice Peckham , the nam es of Frede­ 
rick N. Judson of St. Louis, form er 
Secretary of W ar Luke E. W right, 
the present secretary, J. M. Dickin­ 
son; H enry M. Hoyt, counsel for the 
state departm ent and solicitor general 
In the Roosevelt adm inistration, and 
Solicitor G eneral Bowers have been 
prom inently mentioned.
